I have  pleasure  in  submitting  this  Annual  Report  for 
1946  - the  first  completed  year  of  peace  since  the  end  of  the 
war. 

The  health  of  the  community  has  remined  good  - despite 
a sun-less  summer  followed  by  the  most  severe winter  since  the 
year  1895* 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  under  consideration 
show  only  a slight  increase  in  legitimate  birth-.,  .te  but  an 
appreciable  reduction  in  illegitimate  birth-rate;  and  a 
marked  decrease  in  number  of  infant  deaths. 

There  heus  been  no  epidemic  jjrevalence  of  any 
infectious  disease*

During'  the  year  I87  children  were  ijjariiuniz.ed  and 
427  re-immunized  c?.gainst  Diphtheria;  It  is  estimated  that 
approximately  40.1%  of  the  children  under  five  have  been 
immunized j and  69*8%  of  the  children  betv\/een  five  and 
fifteen. 

A special  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  bring 
up  to  date  the  arrears  of  Diphtheria  immunization  and 
re -immunization  caused  by  the  V/a.r.

SAFITARY  CIRCll'UTAlTCEd  CF  THE  i.REA. 

V7ATER. 

Uater  is  supplied  for  the  \diole  of  uhe  Urban  District  by 
the  Mid-''7essex  Mater  Companyj  -'hich  covers  an  area  of  some 
272  square  miles  in  parts  of  durreyj  li-  nts.  and  Berks.. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Company’s  deep  v/ells  in 
the  chalk-  at  Gre^AVellj  near  Odihamj  and  at  Itchellj  near 
Crondallj  together  v;ith  the  Thumping  stations  at  Frimley  '^.nd 
the  new  station  at  Beenhain's  ''a.athj  Hr.  V/okinghrm. 

Treatment. 

The  Frimley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains  per 
gallonj  and  is  subject  to  treatment  by  aeratiouj  sand  filtration 
and  chlorination  before  being  pumped  into  supply.  The  Company 
r?.re  required  by  statute  to  reduce  the  hardness  of  \;atcr 
supplied  to  a limit  of  3.2  grains  per  gallorij  and  in  view  of 
this  condition  the  supplies  of  water  from  itchellj  Greywell  and 
Beenham’s  Heath  which  have  a total  hardness  of  19*5  grains  per 
gallon^  are  subjected  to  treatment  by- lime  process  in  addition 
to  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Purit,7  of  jupply. 

all  sources  are  practic:.  lly  sterile  in  the  rav^/  state 
before  treatments  but  a precautionary  dose  of  chlorine  is 
introduced  into  the  normal  process  of  treatment  in  conformity 
with  modern  waterworks  practice. 

Ho  difficulties  were  experienced  by  the  Company  during  tlie 
year  in  maintaining  an  adeo^uate  supply  for  all  purposes  without 
restriction. 

Seven  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  High  and  Low 
Level  mains  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination.  The 
Ana.lysis  of  all  samples  shov/ed  the  water  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory  for  all  domestic  purposes. 
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FlTEiLIC  CLEAi\SING  /U\0  SALVAGE. 

The  shortage  of  suitable  labour'  for  refuse  collection 
work  in  this  District  is  still  a difficult  problenij  although 
there  is  some  indication  of  a slight  imijrovement  and  the  prospect 
of  securing  younger  and  ablcbodicd  men  for  this  arduous  task. 

" ^ ^ Tne  regularity  of  collections  throughout 

the  District  has  slightly  improved  and  been  maintained..  A combined 
refuse  and  salvage  collection  is  made  at  all  premises  thr oet^ihout 
the  District. 

The  salvaging'  of  rav;  miCterials  such  as  papery  textiles 
■ nd  bones  is  still  a service  of  the.  utm-ost  economic  inrportance  ,to 
the  Country  although  the  salvaging  and  separation  of  these 
articles  is  not  rega.rdcd  by  the  public  vmlth  the  same  enthusiasm 
•''.3  v;as  the  case  durirn  the  wear  years. 

The  Board  of  Trade  introduced  a ’’'''^"aste  paper  Increased 
Collection  Allovjance.^’  in  January  1946.  All  Local  Authorities 
throughout  the  Country  who  nad  salvaged  a tonnage'  in  excess  of 
8oi  of  the  equivalent  p)revious  period  v;ere  eligible  for  a ■ 

prym^nt  of  £1.0.0  per  toiij  v/hich  resulted  in  r bonus  for  this  ■ 
District  of  £70.18.2  for  the  year. 


The  follovang/  salvage  and  materials  were  collected  and 
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INSPECTION  Am  SUPEIWISIOI'T  OF  FOOD. 

I.ilLK  SUPPLY, 

There  are  twelve  dairy  farms  3 nine  dairies  and  tv;enty- 
four  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  this  district  which  .xuve  been 
under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  Department  during  the 
year. 

The  cleansing  end  sterilization  of  milk  bottles  and 
equipment  is  a very  important  part  of  dairy  v/ork.  Sample  bottles 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  exeninationj  the  results  of 
which  showed  a standard  of  cleanliness  v\;ithin  that  of 
600  organisms  per  bottle* 

15  samples  of  milk  were  submitte.'?’  to  a biological 
examination  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli.  In  each  case 
a negative  result  Wf.s  obtained. 

45  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examinationj,  of  these  some  20%  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

52  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to  the 
Phosphate\se  Test,  50  of  these  were  found  to  bo  satisfactory, 
whilst  2 fa.ilod  to  pass  the  proscribed  test*

It  is  found  that  unless  regular 
inspections _aro  made  to  these  promises  the  standards* of 
efficiency  and  cleanliness  soon  deteriorate.  ' * 


Ice  Cream. 

A number  of  meetings  were  attended  during  the  year  by 
banitary  Officers  of" 'the  surrounding  districts  to  consider 
proposals  relatingv.to  the  registration  of  Ice  Cream  premises 3 
and  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  this  conmaodityt  the  .objective  . 
b-.ing  to  ensure  as  far  as  orac tic  .foie  uniformity"  of 
administration .in  the  contiguous  cuoas  represented*  ' • 

proposals  were  also  made  as  to  further  legal  .pov';ers 
considered  necessary  for  effectively  controlling  the 

manufacture/ 
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manufacture  and  sale  of  Ice  Cream.  The  Report  of  the  meeting 
v;ns  submitted  to  each  of  t.Uo  Local  Authorities  represented. 

Cr/IL  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  operated  by  the  Council  under  the  direct 
supervision  and  control  of  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Ambulance  is  a^vailable  for  cases  of  accident  or  urgent 
illnessj  occurring  in  the  street  or  other  public  pi- ce  in  the 
Urban  District  necessitating  the  conveyance  of  the  sufferer  for 
treatment  to  hospital  or  his  or  her  rusidenco.  These  services 
arc  avaiLablc  free  of  charge  if  the  jour.iey  is  to  a local 
hospital  etc..  Maternity  cases  are  not  removed  unless  the  person 
reo^uiring  such  removal  has  first  obtained  a certificate  from  a 
Local  Medical  Practitioner. 

If  not  engaged-  in  the  above  mentioned  services  3 the  use  of 
the  Ambulance  for  conveyance  of  cases  can  be  permitted  on 
pa,yment  of  the  charges  as  set  out  bclovj.  Advance  booking  cf  the 
Ambulance  can  only  be  accepted  provisionally. 

Accident  cases  take  priority. 

Charges . 

N’o  charge  is  made  for  the  transport  of  accident  cases. 

A fixed  charge  of  '-jf-  and  10/6  respectively  for  residents 
and  non-residents  is  made  for  journeys  to  local  hospitals. 

A charge  of  1/-  per  mile  foi'  residents  and  I/3  per  mile 
for  non-residents  is  made  for  the  transport  of  other  journeys. 

Transport  and  Staff*  - 

The  service  operates  one  1936  "Austin  20"  Mibulance  and 
ovying  to  'its  t^y^e  and  age  considerable  difficulty  arises  in 
obtainiiig  spare  parts  for  maintenance* 

The  Acquisition  of  a second  ambulance  has  not  been  possible 
owing  to  the. general  shortage  of  this  ty;p^  of  vehicle. 

Two  whole -time  drivers  were  appointed  during  the  year,  who 
:’rc  supplomentcd  by  a part-time  relief  driver.  One  male  Str.  te 
Registered  hupsc  is  employed  as  Ambulance  Attcndcnt.

Since  1937  "the  Council  has  held  delegated  pov/ers  to 
administer  the  Rats  & Mice  (Destruction)  Acts  19195  3-^^ 
has  continued  to  provide  a service  v’ithout  charge  to  the 
2‘esidents  of  the  District* 

During  the  year  277  premises  were  treated  for  rat 
infestations  and  as  a result  of  this  work  2^770  rats  were 
destroyed.  . 

The  second  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewex’s  was 
carried  out  duriir,  March.  An  examination  was  made  at 
9 points  and  after  pre -baiting  at  20  manholes  three  lengths 
showed  evidence  of  rat  infestation  and  were  treated.

Treatment  of  other  vermin. 

13  premises  have  been  treated  for  infestation  of  bed 
bugs  and  fleas  5 in  addition  to  these  one  dwelling  was 
treated  for  ant  infestation. 

Hasps  ga.ve  rise  to  a certain  amount  of  trouble  during 
the  season.  Sixteen  wasp  nests  were  destroyed  at  the 
reouest  of  houst^holdors j this  work  being  carried  out  on  a. 
rechargeable  basis , except  v/here  the  Nuisance  r rises  in 
connection  with  a public  thoroughfare. 
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The  House  Lorxghorn  Beetle  (Hylotrupes  ba,iulus  L>) 


Durin^  the  year  tv/o  infestations  of  the  House  Longhorn 
Beetle  were  discovered  in  the  District.  One  cat  a private 
residence  and  the  other  in  the  offices  of  an  industrial  firm. 

in  the  former  CeCse  the  infestation  extensive  in 
chcara.cter  \/here  it  'v/as  discovered  thcat  some  tv;o  thirds  of  the 
roof  timbers  were  already  attacked  by  the  larva,  v/hich  v/ere 
estimated  to  have  been  active  in  the  roof  timbers  for  thirty 
or  more  years. 

Treatment  for  the  cradicrition  of  this  pest  involved  the 
application  of  Kydro-cyanide  Acid  Gas  to  the  roof  area  by  a 
specialist  firm^  the  v.iiolo  operation  being  carried  cut  under 
the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Department. 

The  infestcation  in  the  second  case  a,ffectcd  a ground 
floor  building  used  as  a block  of  offices.  The  attack  v;as 
extensive  involving  the  walls  and  roof  owing  to  the  structure 
being  prima.rily  of  timber.  Treatment  involved  the  removal 
of  all  infested  timber  which  Wcas  facilitated  by  g.encral 
structural  altcra.tioii  to  the  premises. 

Bach  infestcation  v/cas  confirmed  by  the  Department  of 
Scientific  Research  of  the  Forest  Products  Research  Laboratory 
who  rccadily  co-operated  with  the  Department  and  rendered  the 
utmost  assistance.
